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A  message  from  our  President: 


Boiling  Springs  High  School,  now  Gardner-Webb  College,  first 
opened  its  doors  the  year  that  the  movement  for  high  schools  started 
in  North  Carolina.  At  that  time  there  was  little  opportunity  for  one  to 
prepare  for  college  in  North  Carolina  except  in  private  high  schools  and 
by  special  tutors.  Contrasted  with  the  $65,000,000  annual  appropriation 
for  public  education  now,  the  amount  spent  in  1907  is  indeed  insignifi- 
cant. The  college  made  a  notable  contribution  to  the  education  of  our 
youth  until  the  State  had  so  entered  the  field  that  there  was  no  more  need 
for  the  many  private  high  schools.  Like  some  others,  Gardner-Webb  chose 
to  enter  the  field  of  the  junior  college  in  which  the  State  was  not  interested 
rather  than  cease  to  be. 

At  the  present  time  the  State  is  entering  the  field  of  the  junior 
college.  One  college  opened  this  year  in  Wilmington.  Another  is  soon  to 
open  in  Charlotte.  Soon,  perhaps  in  twenty-five  years,  a  municipal  junior 
college  will  be  in  reach  of  every  boy  and  girl  in  North  Carolina. 

What  is  to  be  the  place  of  Gardner- Webb  tomorrow?  It  has  at- 
tained and  holds  an  honorable  place  now.  Shall  it  cease  to  be,  retrench  and 
sink  into  an  inferior  place  to  struggle  in  poverty  and  with  low  standards? 
Or,  shall  it  advance  into  the  commanding  position  of  a  high  grade  junior 
college?  Shall  it  remain  a  small  school,  or  seek  the  financial  and  other  ex- 
ternal advantages  of  numbers?  Shall  it  seek  to  make  money  by  charging 
large  fees,  or  shall  it  continue  devoted  to  the  training  of  boys  and  girls  of 
character  and  purpose,  but  with  small  means?  Shall  it  seek  the  popularity 
of  the  crowd  and  market  place,  or  shall  it  maintain  high  academic  stand- 
ards with  a  wholesome  and  healthy  Christian  coloring?  These  questions 
are  vital  and  not  academic  and  will  take  more  than  mere  assent  to  answer 
them.

The  Gardner- Webb  football  machine  of  1947  is  one  that 
will  remain  in  the  memories  of  the  Bulldog  backers  for  years 
to  come.  Never  in  the  history  of  Gardner-Webb  College  has 
such  a  football  team  been  put  on  the  gridiron. 

Under  the  very  competent  leadership  of  COACH  WAYNE 
BRADBURN  and  his  able  assistant  COACH  REVIS  FRYE, 
the  Bulldogs  had  a  record  of  five  wins,  two  losses,  and  one  tie. 
Percentages  do  not  tell  the  true  story.  Let's  take  a  look  at  the  in- 
dividual performance  of  our  players. 

It  is  always  a  most  distasteful  chore  to  have  to  single  out  one 
man,  or  maybe  two  or  three,  from  a  winning  football  team  and 
say,  "These  are  the  best."  During  the  entire  football  season  the 
great  fort  of  the  Bulldogs  has  been  team  play  and  an  indomitable 
spirit.  Each  man  on  the  team  had  his  bad  days;  but  more  often, 
far  more  often,  each  had  his  good  days.  As  we  said  before,  it  is 
always  a  distasteful  chore  to  have  to  single  out  one  man  or  maybe 
two,  or  three;  so,  we  won't  attempt  to,  because  every  man  was 
dependent  upon  the  other  for  his  performance. 

CLYDE  "RUDY"  RUDISILL,  245-pound  stalwart  tackle 
from  Maiden,  N.  C,  was  a  mainstay  in  the  forward  wall.  Rudy 
could  always  be  counted  on  for  that  extra  offensive  block,  but 
he  never  could  find  the  page  on  which  his  homework  was.  LEON- 
ARD "OZARK"  ICEEVER,  200-pounder  from  Gastonia,  N.  C, 
was  always  in  there  fighting,  and  could  be  heard  "whispering"  all 
over  the  campus. 

The  guard  positions  were  very  capably  handled  bv  CAP- 
TAIN NORRIS  "PEE  WEE"  JONES  and  HARRY  '"DOC" 
PARKER.  Pee  Wee,  a  165-pounder  from  Shelby,  was  well-noted 
for  slipping  into  the  opponent's  backfield  .  .  .  and  for  "slinging 
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Ferdinand."  Parker,  18  8-poundcr  from  Maiden,  N.  C,  was  al- 
ways a  giant  on  defense  on  the  football  field,  but  quickly  became 
a  giant  on  offense  if  called  "Harry  Lee." 

The  Bulldogs  were  very  well  supplied  with  flankers.  On  the 
left  side  were  MAYNARD  "GABE"  AUSTELL,  IRVIN 
GREENE,  and  BOB  WILLIAMS!  Gabe  "What  it  ils"  170- 
pounder  from  Blacksburg,  S.  C.  was  a  powerhouse  on  defense. 
Greene  from  Cliffside,  N.  C,  played  two  years  of  fine  football. 
Greene  did  most  of  our  kicking  off.  Irvin  is  the  guy  who  always 
wants  to  know  "how  much  outs  it  is?"  Williams,  170-pounder 
from  Morganton,  N.  C,  was  a  valuable  man  for  receiving  passes. 

On  the  right  side  was  JOE  "THE  TOE"  SHERRILL  from 
Bryson  City,  N.  C.,  and  BOB  HUMPHREY  from  Shelby,  N.C. 
Sherrill  was  an  excellent  pass  receiver  and  place — kicking 
specialist.  Humphrey  was  also  an  excellent  pass  receiver  and  al- 
ways played  a  topflight  defensive  game. 

At  the  pivot  post  we  had  JOE  SWING  from  Cliffside,  N  C, 
JOHN  PETTIGREW,  who  played  Freshman  ball  at  Lees-Mc- 
Rae  in  1946,  and  TYREE  KISER  from  Bessemer  City,  N.  C. 
Swing  played  two  years  at  center  and  was  a  terrific  line  backer. 
Remember  Joe's  well-known  recitation  of  "CASEY  at  the  Bat?" 
Pettigrew,  who  hails  from  Charlotte,  N.  C,  was  a  tremendous 
line-backer.  .  .  .  kept  in  shape  by  skipping  rope  in  the  attic  of 
the  Vet's  Dorm.  Kiser,  who  played  for  the  5  th  Army  Air  Force 
while  serving  with  Uncle  Sam,  centered  the  leather  with  per- 
fection. 

CLEMON  "WHITEY"  SMITH,  18  5-pound  blocking  back 
from  Cramerton,  N.  C,  was  for  two  years  a  brainy  signalman 
and  a  giant  on  defense.  (Whitey,  did  you  ever  learn  to  sing  with- 
out the  music?)

CO-CAPTAIN  CARROLL  RAINES,  175 -pound  speedster 
from  Cliffside,  N.  C,  was  a  fine  broken  field  runner  as  well  as  a 
good  passer. 

JOHN  ARNDT,  16  5-pound  scat-back  from  Mt.  Holly, 
N.  C,  was  also  an  excellent  broken  field  runner.  CECIL  "COT- 
TON" BOLICK  was  captain  of  G-Ws  '46  football  squad.  Bo- 
lick,  a  180-pound  plunging  back  from  Cramerton,  N.  C,  boot- 
ed the  ball  in  the  Gay  Nineties  manner.  How  could  we  ever 
forget  those  loud  socks  and  sport  shirts?  Alternating  at  the  full- 
back position  with  Bolick  was  Gene  Black,  190-pounder  from 
Cliffside,  N.  C,  who  never  did  have  any  trouble  driving  through 
the  middle  of  the  line,  but  who  always  had  difficulty  driving  in 
from  Cliffside  for  his  8:30  class. 

LUTHER  NORTON,  165-pound  speed-merchant  from 
Cullowhee,  N.  C,  was  a  specialist  on  those  reverses.  In  case  any 
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of  you  didn't  know  it,  that  1936  Ford  that  Bud  Monteith  drove 
all  the  time  belonged  to  Norton.  GROVER  TAYLOR,  190- 
pound  guard  from  Maiden,  N.  C,  was  as  good  as  we  had,  both 
on  offense  and  defense.  Taylor  said  that  he  didn't  have  any 
statements  for  the  press.  Buck  Page,  who  like  Pettigrew,  played 
freshman  ball  at  Lees  McRae  in  '46  was  168  pounds  of  rugged 
guard. 

SAM  FREEMAN,  169-pound  wingback  from  Lincolnton, 
N.  C,  played  two  years  of  superb  football  fcr  the  Bulldogs. 
Freeman  never  had  any  trouble  throwing  a  good  block  on  the 
gridiron,  but  had  plenty  of  trouble  with  his  "mechanical  ad- 
vantage." 

GENE  SHELL,  210-pound  tackle  from  Forest  City,  N.  C., 
was  a  wolf  on  defense.  Shell  was  another  one  who  always  had 
trouble  making  those  8:30  classes.  ROY  WEBB,  165-pounder 
from  Cliffside,  N.  C.,  shared  the  quarterbacking  duties  with 
Smith.  When  "Denny"  started  taking  voice  lessons,  we  wond- 
ered if  he  would  be  successful  .  .  .  You  guessed  it.  .  .  he  was.  Sho' 
could  sing  "Ole  Man  River"  well.  BOB  GRIGG,  220-pound 
tackle  from  Gastonia,  N.  C.,  was  big  and  rugged  on  the  foot- 
ball field,  but  he  was  pretty  docile  and  meek  when  his  wife  was 
around. 

Last  but  not  least,  our  managers  .  .  .  DON  SPLAWN  and 
JIMMY  ROBERSON  ....  They  both  probably  helped  as  much 
as  any  player  to  run  up  our  impressive  record.  Don  was  always 
griping  about  broken  cleats  and  asking,  "Any  of  you  guys  got 
a  match?"  Jimmy,  our  lovable  half-pint,  was  an  excellent  assistant 
to  Don,  always  wanting  to  know,  "How  do  you  feel?"  or  "Do  you 
want  me  to  wipe  your  head  off?" 

It  was,  taken  altogether,  a  great  season  with  some  great 
players  and  if  the  signs  are  right,  it  may  be  even  better  next  year.

The  Gardner-'^"ebb  baseball  nine  ot  1947  played  .500  ball, 
winning  five  and  losing  five.  For  many  of  the  boj'S  it  was  their 
first  season  on  the  diamond  in  4  or  5  years. 

Here's  how  we  made  out  against  our  opponents. 

On  April  8,  we  played  our  opening  game  in  Shelby,  going 
do'wn  before  the  Spartanburg  Junior  College  nine,  6-3.

Lefty  Joe  Hawkins,  little  portsider  from  Kings  Moun- 
tain, N.  C,  took  matters  into  his  own  hands  on  April  29  as  he 
spun  a  neat  2-hitter  at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  when  we  plaj'ed 
in  Cliffside.  Although  G-W  gathered  only  2  base  knocks,  they 
put  these  together  with  2  bases  on  balls  and  manufactured  2 
runs  for  their  only  shut  out  of  the  year.

On  May  6  we  hit  the  road  again,  going  down  to  Spartan- 
burg determined  to  even  up  the  the  season's  series,  and  that  is 
just  what  we  did  with  the  help  of  Bill  Metcalfe  again.  Rill  scat- 
tered 6  base  hits  as  his  mates  were  battering  the  Palmetto  chunk- 
ing for  16  hits  and  12  runs.  The  final  score  was  12-4. 

Three  days  later,  still  traveling,  we  paid  our  fellow  Bap- 
tists down  at  Wingate  a  visit.  We  had  hoped  to  make  it  two 
straight  over  them,  but  they  had  different  ideas  about  it  and 
gave  us  a  14-4  shellacking.
